W e are to hav e a State Fair this 
year in spite of the drouth. 
The 
b oard of directors— gentlemen who 
know Missouri like a b ook— hav e 
decided that this great common­ 
wealth can make a creditab le exhi­ 
b ition, ev en m a most unfav orab le 
crop year, and the.ir decision goes. 
It is the duty of the b oard of di­ 
rectors—appointed b y state author­ 
ity— to see to the exhib ition and 
the grounds. 
It is the duty of Sedalia and Se- 
dalians to see to the entertainment 
of the thousands of v isitors who 
come to see the show. 
Our splendid hotels, restaurants 
and b oarding houses can feed the 
multitude on the b est the markets 
afford; b ut, if the attendance is as 
large as anticipated, many Sedalia 
homes must b e open to the v isitors 
in order to 
afford 
comfortab le 
sleeping accommodations. 
There are many 
householders 
who hav e one or more furnished 
rooms which they can, without 
much inconv enience, place at the 
disposal of a committee for the ac­ 
commodation of guests. 
W e must do this in order to in­ 
sure the comfort of the v isitors. 
Steps should b e taken at once to 
secure a list of ev ery furnished 
room that can b e secured and then 
a force of messenger b oys should 
b e organized to guide v isitors to 
the quarters secured for them. 
Sedalia must see to it, too, that 
her streets and alleys are cleaned 
and kept clean, and nothing should 
b e left undone that would contrib ­ 
ute in any way to the comfort and 
conv enience of the v isitors. 
The Queen City has a reputation 
to sustain and a duty to perform. 
It will require organization, work 
and a little pub lic spirit, b ut this 
people hav e nev er yet' failed to 
show these qualities when the oc­ 
casion required them.

LAW’S ENFORCEMENT. 


Wha t a Lo ca l Co ntributo r Sa y s o n 
the Subject. 


To the Edito r o f the D e m o c r a t. 
As a citizen of Sedalia, I hav e 
b een watching with considerab le 
interest the spirit which has b een 
awakened in connection with the 
work of the county attorney for the 
enforcement of our laws, and also 
the recent mov ements of certain of 
our citizens looking to the same 
purpose.

W ould it not b e more consistent 
to uphold all lawful efforts at law- 
enforcement, and if our county at­ 
torney fails in other ways, or has 
ulterior motiv es for his acts, to say, 
“ This ought ye to hav e doue, and 
not left the other undone.” 
A nd really, why should not the 
laws b e enforced? 
Why should 
not these honorab le gentlemen, the 
saloonkeepers, ob ey the laws as 
well as others?

A nd why, in their 
failure to or ey, i^hould they receiv e 
the o{)en <r h }f-coucealed sup­ 
port from any newspaper or citi­ 
zen?

W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 9.— District 
assembly N o . 6 6 o f the Knights o f 
abo r last night autho rized its leg­ 
islativ e co mmittee to bring quo 
warranto pro ceedings against the 
atto rney general o f the United 
States to sho w cause why he has 
no t enfo rced the pro v isio ns o f the 
anti-trust law, kno wn as the Sher­ 
man act. 
This actio n, which will be insti­ 
tuted to day , is aimed at the United 
States Steel co rpo ratio n, 
which 
will be charged, it is alleged, with 
o perating in v io latio n o f the Sher­ 
man act. 
Labo r leaders in this city say 
this will hasten a so lutio n o f the 
strike no w in pro gress. 
They say 
that laws similar o r nearly similar 
to the Sherman law hav e been en­ 
acted 
in nearly all 
the states 
and in sev eral o f them, no tably 
in Ohio and Tex as, 
the co un­ 
ty atto rney s hav e the po wer o f the 
atto rney general o f the state in quo 
warranto pro ceedings, and that the 
Amalgamated asso ciatio n has a 
large fund o n hand with which to 
institute pro ceedings 
similar to 
tho se to be begun here. 
Fo rmer Atto rney General Frank 
S. Mo nnett, o f Ohio , has been re­ 
tained by the American Anti-Trust 
League to begin actio n befo re the 
state and lo cal co urts o f Ohio .
